Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants requested telephonic interview to discuss what made the 
primary reference rejection change from a 103 as in the Non-Final to a 102 in the Final. Examiner explained that the 
amendment to the claims after Non-Final rejection necessitated the stronger rejection. The scope and material 
limitations of the claims were amended by the applicants so as to read upon the invention described in the prior art and 
hence the 102 rejection was made final as it was necessitated by amendment. One of many potential examplesjs that 
applicants put the limitation of the amine oxide surfactant of claim 5 as the polymer B in claim 1 . The same formula for 
the amine oxide is taught in the Schulein in col. 18, ln.5-20. Before the final rejection, the amine oxide of claim 5 was 
dependent on the sulfate group of claim 4. .
